Five Hollister Commuters Creating 
Furore By Attending Hartnell J.C.

Five former Hollister high 


school students have created 


quite a furore among members of the San Benito county 
board of education and the San Benito junior college board 


of trustees. 


The five students: William Cornell, Fred Gonzales, James 


Stephenson, Judy Young, and Don- 
ald Collum, are attending Hartnell 
at the expense of the San Benito 
county taxpayers. 

It all started a year ago when 
the Hartnell. board of trustees de- 
cided that students attending Hart- 
nell from the San Benito J.C. dis- 
trict should be paid for by their 
own district. 

This decision was brought about 
by the fact that Hartnell was foot- 
ing the bill for several San Benito 
county students in school here. 
Since Santa Cruz county paid for 
its students, why shouldn’t San Be- 
nito, reasoned the board. 

A decision was reached and an 
agreement was made that the fol- 
lowing provisions should hold true 
in the case of San Bénito county 
students: 1) Students already at- 
tending Hartnell from San Benito 
county could continue until they 
were graduated or dropped out; 2) 
no new students would be accepted 
from San Benito county until proof 
was furnished by their local school 
board that their tuition would be 
paid. 

During last summer, several San 
Benito county students asked about 
registering at Hartnell. The San 
Benito J.C. board of trustees voted 
against paying their tuitions, there- 
by prohibiting them from coming 
to Hartnell. 


When the students and their par- 
ents were informed of this, their 
reaction was to petition the San 
Benito County board of education. 
Very soon the board overruled the 
J.C. board of trustees and ordered 
it to pay the tuition of students

The start- 
ing date in the reporting period 
should correspond with the certi- 
fied commencing date shown on 
he enrollment certificate. The date 
that the trainee signs the MCT 
should not be prior to the end of 
the reporting period. 

One of the points that should 
be clarified at this time is that 
trainees who have changed their 
major will have to notify the of- 
fice staff so they in turn can in- 
form the Veterans’ administration. 
The last, and most important item, 
is the trainees’ correct’ home ad- 
dress so that the training check 
can reach him on schedule.
